AFFAIRS AT WELLINGTON, 



Messrs. Dunsmuir Vv'illiiifr to ileet 
the Miners, But lleftise to Recog- 
nize the Union. 



The Procession Held Yesterday Char- 
acterized by Good Order— Mr. 
Keith Interviewed. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Wellington, Aug. 0. — The usual pro- 
cession to-day was held, and was obaractcr- 
terized by order and quiet. The Union Hag 
borne in front was surmounted by the 
Dominion flog, there being also curried the 
Canadian, United .States and French flags. 
The gibbet, bearing a Blackleg, having been 
destroyed by request of Magistrate Planta, 
did not again appear. To-ilay's march was 
considerably larger, numbering about 200. 
On the dispersal of the procession, James 
and A. Dunsmuir, meeting Mr. Carter, cue 
of the local leaders, a conversation ensued, 
tlio latter admitting that members of the 
procession had, on the first day, trespassed 
on the company's property, and that one 
man had used opprobrious epithets to the 
men, for doing which lie had been censured, 
lie denied there hud been shouting and 
hooting on the day when the miners were 
leaving work. Mr. A. Dunsmuir asked if 
the procession was not intended to intimi- 
date those miners who were working, which 
Carter denied. 

Mr. Sluggett, secretary of the Union, said 
" that's uouojof your business ; we have a 
right to parade here as much as we like, and 
you can't stop us. Carter then said they 
were exercising '.hen- right to march on the 
public highways, and to show to the world 
that the Wellington miners were on strike. 
They would not in any way intimidate the 
miners who went to work, but individual 
members would endeavor to personally dis- 
suade them from doing so. They would be 
perfectly free to work even if they came 
from other places, but they would be in- 
formed of the existence of a strike , they 
would under no conditions, be molested. 

In answer to Mr. Dunsmuir, Carter said 
the company fully understood what the 
strikers wanted. The prime condition of a 
settlement was that the union be recognized, 
adding that when the Duosnmirs were reidy 
to treat with the miners there was a com- 
mittee of men from their own mines em- 
powered to deal with tliem. A. Dunsmuir 
replied that the company had nothing to 
oiler, but that when the men desired to see 
them all that had to be done was to notify 
Mr. Brydeu, who would appoint a meeting, 
but they would not recognize the union. 

This morning, after tin: dispersion of the 
procession, Tin: Colonist reporter was in- 
formed by .Mr. Keith, M.P. P. , that his in- 
terviews were one-sided; and when he re- 
plied that he hud been informed by tho 
strikers, among them resident leader Web- 
ley, he Was told tliub i'.uy information he 
wanted could lie bad from the president, 
Tully Boyoc and himself (Keith) at Nun- 
aimo. He had culled on Mr. Boyce anil 
published his statement, but had found Mr. 
Keith absent at the mines, and had left for 
Victoria without being able to see him. 

Mr. Keith censured Tin: Colonist re- 
porter for what he described as exuggaer- 
tions of bis statements as to Monday's pro- 
ceedings, asking if he had seen what be de- 
scribed as to the black Hag exhibited on 
Sunday. The fact is the wives of Binatte 
Mulette and Gustavo Mulotte, two strikers, 
one of them wearing a black sash, had a 
black flag on Sunday at the .Somerset hotel, 
round which several men and women were 
singing; while several parties, it. is stated, 
sought to join Monday's procession bearing 
that emblem, but were not allowed. The 
reporter did not see the red flag, but was 
informed that it was there, the statement 
being added that it will be a black one to- 
morrow. 

In regard to tho reference to "persona 
being made to go up," the man in question 
declared that if strangers; came in they 
would he made to jump. On Monday after- 
noon us the miners were coming from the 
pit-head, it can be proved that the strikers 
broke from their ranks and endeavored to 
get ahead of the locomotive, hooting and 
shouting. The leaders of the procession say 
they did not hear anything of this kind 
until it was over, or it would have been 
stopped. They had, they said, warned the 
inoii against such action. The miners will 
hold a meeting this evening at tin- usual 
place, and a big gathering is expected.

London, Aug. 5.— The Queen had an un- 
pleasant experience this evening. She left 
Osborne for a drive to witness the yacht 
squadron parade at Cowcs. and her carriage 
had to cross the steam ferry. On the pon- 
toon a too sudden letting down of the plat- 
form on which the Queen's carriage stood 
caused a rush of water, which partially sub- 
merged the pontoon, and the Queen and 
spectators were for a moment panic 
stricken, but the pontoon soon righted it- 
self and floated free. The Queen was then 
conveyed to her destination. 

■loyalty's Movements. 

Emperor William rose early this morning 
and enjoyed a ride on horseback to the vil- 
lage of Hyde. Upon his return he took 
breakfast with the Queen ill the garden |at- 
tached to Osborne house. In company with 
the Prince of Wales he afterwards drove 
to Cowcs, where he embarked upon the 
Prince of Wales's yacht, which participated 
in a race for the Queen's cup. 

Buglnnil Will Not Assist Russian Jews. 

London, Aug. 5.— In the Commons to-day 
Sir James Ferguson, under foreign secre- 
tary, said in reference to the order to en- 
force the Russian edicts of 1882 against the 
.lews, that the British government could 
not interfere with the Czar's treatment of 
the dews. 

France's Ultimatum lo Dahomey. 

PARIS, Aug. 5. — Prance has sent an ulti- 
matum to Dahomey demanding the cession 
of Kotoneu and Whydah. If the demand 
is rejected an expedition, to be composed 
chiefly of Senngalese Arabs, will start for 
Aboiney in October. 

Cnrucjflc Cloiiorcd in Scotland. 

Glasgow, Aug. 5. — The town council of 
Wick conferred the freedom of that place 
on Andrew Carnegie, of Pittsburg. 

Careless Mountain Climbers. 

LONDON, Aug 5,— During the last two 
months a large number «l tourists have met 
with fatal accidents through attempting to 
climb the Austrian Alps, the fatalities in 
most cases resulting from the carelessness 
of the victims. 

To Prevent the Spread or Cholera. 

London, Aug. 5.— The Egyptian Govern- 
ment has senl troops to prevent the landing 
of pilgrims returning from Mecca, where 
cholera is raging. 

Mailers in Bucuos Ajrres. 

London, Aug. (J. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Buenos Ayres says : "It is im- 
possible to describe the indignation that 
prevails here, arising from President Col- 
umn playing with his solemn promise to re- 
sign. Every effort will be made to prevent 
Vice-President Pelligrini from resigning, as 
he will become president if the Chamber 
accepts President Colman's resignation. It 
is expected, in the event of his becoming 
president, that Senor Pelligrini would sur- 
round himself with the best and most hon- 
orable men. Every effort will be mude to 
sustain the credit of the republic. Everybody 
is disposed to make monetary and personal 
sacrifices to help any honest government." 

His Annual Kerlew. 

London, Aug. fl._ At the Lord Mayor's 
banquet at Mansion House to night, Lord 
Salisbury spoke of the peaceful condition of 
Europe. During the six years that his gov- 
ernment had been in power, he said, Europe 
had never presented so uninteresting an 
aspect from a war point of view. tie 
alluded to the widespread tendency to settle 
disputes by compromise. Egypt was stead- 
ily progressing toward Dnancia) equilibrium, 
and the future of the country was a delicate 
diplomatic matter. The time had not come 
for Egypt to govern herself. The Anglo- 
Gerinan-African agreement proved that it is 
the desire of the leading powers to maintain 
amicable relations. The government of Ire- 
land was entirely successful, and that coun- 
try was most orderly and contended. 

l»n«s it Mean Anything? 

Hamburg, Aug. 0. — It is said that 
Kaiser Wilhclm will spend nine days in 
Russia on his coming visit to tho Czar. It 
is also thought that he will be accompanied 
by Chancellor Von Caprivi and the Prince 
of Suxe-Al ten burg. 

Agreement Signed. 

Paris, Aug. 6.— Tho much-looked for 
agreement between England and France in 
regard to Zanzibar bus been signed. The 
conditions of the document have not yet 
been made public. 

O'Brien Itauquetlcd. 

London, Aug. (i. — Mr. and Mrs. O'Brien 
were entertained at n banquet to-night by 
the Irish and Liberal members of parlia- 
ment, and a number of prominent Irish 
members of the metropolis. A large com- 
pany was present. Toasts to the Irish in 
America were responded to by Mr. Fitz- 
gerald of Boston. 

UaiMiily Wed. 

LONDON, Aug. 0.— Miss Ethel Mackenzie, 
daughter of Dr. Sir Morel Mackenzie, was 
married to Mr. McKenna, a prominent law- 
yer, to-day. 

Forced to Resign. 

London, Aug. (i. — Herr Krahn, state 
director of railways of Germany, bus been 
compelled to tender his resignation, owing 
to the resentment of his superiors at 
bis having recently delivered a speech 
highly eulogistic of Prince Bismarck, and 
comparing the ex-chancellor to his succes- 
sor to the disparagement of the latter. 

Trouble Feared, 

London, Aug. 0.— Great excitement pre- 
vails at Cardiff in consequence of the labor 
troubles and the action of the chamber of 
commerce in connection therewith. The 



employing companies have arranged for 
feeding and lodging a large number of non- 
union laborers, and workshops u-ul stores 
have been barricaded in anticipation of an 
attack upon them. There is every pros- 
pect of a prolonged fight attended with viol- 
ence and perhaps bloodshed. Both sides 
arc resolved to hold out to the last.

London, Aug. (i. — The Brazilian govern- 
ment has ordered the immediate delivery of 
a large quantity of swords from a factory iu 
Solingen, Rhenish Prussia.

ELECTROCUTION A FAILURE. 



An Eminent Medical Writer Unquali- 
fiedly Condemns it as Inhuman, 
If Not Rarbarous. 



It is a Mistaken Application of Elec- 
trical Science, Capable of Dis- 
astrous Results. 



Auburn, N. V., Aug. 0.— Following is a 
copy of an editorial which Dr. George F. 
Shrady, editor of The Medical Record, New 
York, telegraphed to-night to that journal : 
The lengthened agony of suspense regarding 
tho efficiency of electricity as a means of 
executing criminals bus been finally termi- 
nated in the legal killing of Kemnder. As 
was reasonably anticipated, death was in- 
stantaneous, and r.s far as can be judged, 
the unfortunate subject of this experiment 
died without pain. The spectacle presented 
wus, however, by no means edifying to such 
us hope for improvements on the old method. 
Although science has triumphed, the ques- 
tion of the humanity oi the act is still an 
open one. Rut shall we call it~tt 
triumph when tho object obtained was 
(he killing of a fellow being? Heretofore 
tiie proudest claim of science has been to 
save, or at least to prolong human life 
and insure for its possessor the greatest en- 
joyment of its many bounties. In this in- 
stance it has been plainly diverted from its 
course, under the paradoxical pica of " high 
humanity;" and yet men of science have 
put their best efforts in this direction to 
humour the whims of a few cranks and 
" world batterers," who imagine they could 
make legal murder a fine art, and enforce 
into it an element of sentimentality which 
might rob it of its atrocity. 

While we allow that electricity has been 
a success, us fur as killing is concerned, wc 
must also admit that we have gained little, 
if anything, over the ordinary method of 

execution by hanging. Preliminaries 
of olootro-tliananeiit are fur from 

pleasant to contemplate. Alongside 
of those for hanging they are pre- 
tentiously horrible. There is something 
more than weird in the preparation, the 
deliberate fixation of the victim, the adjust- 
ment of the electrode, and the other pre- 
liminaries, though hidden, are nevertheless 
felt. There is something else to be thought 
of than mere quickness of death. While 
the latter might have been triumphantly 
done, the ugouy of the criminal during pre- 
paration must have been terrible as com- 
pared with that of hanging It becomes a 
serious question if humanity is not paying 
too dear a price for instantaneous demoli- 
tion. Awe and mystery of death are inten- 
sified a thousand-fold in anticipation of 
wdiat this instrument of subtile power may 
be as compared with either the noose of the 
rope, the grip of the garrotcr, the smart of 
the knout, the bore of tho bullet, or the 
chop of the axe. And yet to harness light- 
ning and bolt it through a human body is 
thought to be one of the advances of tho 
Nineteenth century. 

The experience of the Kemmler case, in 
spite of all precautions taken, have shown 
many difficulties in the way of general adop- 
tion of this method of capital execution. It 
is far from simple in its application; it re- 
quires elaborate and careful preparation: it 
multiplies machinery which, without expert 
manipulation, is liable to fail in its working 
and bring about disastrous results. It 
may be a source of danger to the 
executioners and spectators. It in- 
creases the expenses of executions, but 
worse than all, iu tho necessary prepara- 
tion of the victim there is crowded upon 
bint in a lew seconds an amount of horror 
and suspense, which holds no comparison 
with any other form of rapid demolition, 
save those of being thrust into the muzzle 
of a cannon, or tied to 11 dynamite bomb, 
When it is assumed that, the ends of justice 
and humanity are reached by the contriv- 
ance in question ; and when it must In; ad- 
mitted that even this nethod cannot be di- 
vested either of cruelty or barbarity, a way 
seems to be open for tho discussion of tho 
abolition of capital punishment altogether. 
From physical, humanitarian and judicial 

standpoints', time is ripe lor its considera- 
tion. We venture to predict that public 
opinion will soon banish the death chair as 
it has done the rope, and that imprisonment 

for life will be the only proper punishment 
meted to a murderer. This is indeed tho 
only rational method which science, justice 
ami religion can consistently recommend. 
The death chair will yet be the altar from 
which this doctrine wdll be preached.

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KEMMLER'S DEATH. 



The First Execution by Means of 
Electricity in New York 
Proves a Failure. 



The First Shock Was Not Successful 
and Had to be Repeated— A 
Sickening: Sight 



Auburn, Au<j. 0. — Kemtnler spent tho 
last day much as thoao immediately bo- 
foro it in, writing a monotonous repetition 
of his name, and in talking with the 
keepers. The effort to surround tho 
atliiir with a halo oi mystery such as tho 
law contemplated, was not altogether suc- 
cessful. Tho outer world did not know 
tho exact hour tixed, but it know tho 
timo approximately, and a little assembl- 
age of loiterers at tho gate of tho prison 
before dawn this morning was good evi- 
dence that the interest in the event was 
keen and general. Besides these, curios- 
ity seekers were active and anxious. A 
corps of newspapers reporters gathered in 
tho broad road in front of the prison 
grounds, and waited for tho signal that 
should tell that the execution was over. 
Just across the road in the dimly lighted 
freight room of the New York Central 
railway, at a little tablo improvised for the 
purpose, sat a long row of telegraph oper- 
ators, sent from New York by the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co., watching for a 
sign of release on a dozen messages filled 
for the different papers in New York and 
elsewhere, and at one end of the telegraph 
desk set the operator of tho United Press 
with a special representative of the United 
Press, who had come to Auburn at the 
invitation of Warden Durstou. The jury- 
men in a little prison cell noted the 

ADJUSTMENT OK THE STRAPS. 

Witnesses of the execution gathered in 
response to the call of Warden Durston at 
(i o'clock this morning. The law named 
27 as the number of those who should 
witness the execution as assistants or in 
some official capacity. Two spiritual ad- 
visers were chosen, the chaplain of the 
prison, Mr. Yates, and Dr. Houghton, of 
the First Methodist church, as his con- 
stant companion. The law further named 
as persons to be invited to the execution 
by the warden one judge of tho supreme 
bench of the State, two doctors, two elec- 
trical experts and a jury of twelve per- 
sons. These, with tho warden himself 
and six assistants, make up a list of 27. 
Warden Durston had left a quiet "call" 
for witnesses and ordered them to report 
at the prison a o'clock. An hour be- 
fore their coining, Rev. It. Houghton and 
Chaplain Yates appeared at the gate of 
the prison and were admitted. After a 
brief consultation with tho warden they 
woro taken down to Keunnler's cell, 
where the condemned man was already 
awake and talking with tho keeper. The 
witnesses as they arrived gathered in the 
warden's office. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE DEATH. 
At 8:05 the door at the right of tho ex- 
ecution chair, leading back towards the 
execution room, opened and Warden 
Durston's figure appeared. Behind him 
walked a spruce-looking, broad-shoul- 
dered Littlo man, full-bearded, with care- 
fully arranged hair clustering around his 
forohead. Ho was dressed in a suit of 
new clothing, sack coat and vest of gray 
material, trousers of mixed yellow pat- 
tern, while a shirt whose polished front 
exposed directly below a little bow of 
lawn and black and white check pattern. 
This was W. Keinmler, the man who was 
about to undergo death : behind him 
walked Dr. \V. E, Houghton and Chap- 
lain Yates. Kemmler was far the 
coolest man ,in the parade. He 
did not look about the room with 
any special degree of interest. He hesi- 
tated as the door closed behind him, and 
was carefully locked by an attendant on 
the other side, as though lie did not know- 
exactly what to do. ' wive me a chair, 
will you 1" said the warden. Some one 
quickly handed the warden a chair, which 
he placed in front and a little to the right 
of ■ he execution chair, facing the little 
circle of men. 

KEMMLER SAT DOWN 

composedly ami looked about him, and 
then up and down without any evidence 
of fear or especial interest in the event. 
His face was not stolid. It was not in- 
different. He looked if anything as 
though rather pleased at. being the centre 
of interest. Warden Durston stood at 
the. left of the chair, with, his hand o:i 
the back of it, and almost at the moment 
Kemmler took his seat ho begun to speak 
in short quick periods. " Now, gentle- 
men," hi .dd, "this is William Kem- 
mler. i i Live warned him that lie has 
got to iiio, and if lie has anything to say 
he will say it." As the Warden finished, 
KemmleC looked up and said ill a high 
key voice, without hesitation and as 
thoug ho had prepared himself w ith the 
speech : " Well, 1 wish everyone good 
luck in this world, and I think I am go- 
ing to a good place. The papers have 
been saying a lot of stuff that isn't so, 
that's all f luvo to say." With the con- 
clusion of tho speech he turned his back 
on the jury, took oil' his coat and handed 
it to the Warden. This disclosed the 
fact that a hole had been cut, from the 
band of the trousers down so as to expose 
the baso of the spine. 

NOT SUCCESSFUL. 

Kemmler was killed at 6:40 this morn 
ing. The first shock was not successful 
and he revived. There was frequent 
respiration, though the doctors claim no 
consciousness. After some delay the 
current was turned on and kept for four 
and a half minutes, tho first contact hav- 
ing been hftoen seconds. The current 
was kept on tho second time till the body 
fumed and gave oil' unpleasant odors. 
Dr. Spiteke, the celebrated expert, said 
afterward that tho experiment was a 
failure and would settle electrocution. 
There will never bo another. Ho said to 
yourcorrespondent that tho doctors united 
in tho belief that tho death was pain- 
less and all consciousness was destroyed 
at the moment of contact. The sight in 
tho execution room was sickening. At 7 
o'clock the witnesses left the execution 
room under an agreement to return at 
8:10. An autopsy will he held at 8:30, 
Kemmler displayed great bravery, and 
helped to adjust the fastenings that 



bound him to the chair. No one knows 
who pulled the lever that turned on the 
current. A hole was cut through tho 
trousors to allow tho electrodo to press 
tho baro flesh at the 

BASE or THE SPINE. 

Kemmler sat in tho electric chair and 
talkod pleasantly, and assisted in tho ad 
justincnt of tho straps. After tho rub- 
ber cap and sponge had been fastened to 
his head, Kemmler said : " Press that 
down further," which was done. Whon 
tho leather harness had been adjusted to 
his head, tho warden asked : 
"Do the doctors say it is all right?" 
Dr. Fell then wotted, with a syringo, 
the electrodes, one on to]) of the head 
and one at tho baso of tho spine. Dr. 
Spitzka said "All right." "Ready?" 
asked the warden. The "good bye" 
wiib signalled to tho next room, the cur- 
rent turned on and a sudden convulsion 
of the frame took place, a spasm from 
head to foot twitching the muscles. 
The face expressed pain, but there was 
no cry from the lip -s which woro freo to 
move. There was no sound suggesting 
that consciousness lasted over a fraction 
of a second. The body became rigid in 
seventeen seconds. It is supposed the 
dead lips dropped spittle and the chest 
moved. A heavy sound proceeded from 
the mouth. The current was restored, 
the dynamo being [Hit to its full speed of 
a current of 2,000 volts until a vapor 
arose and the body gave out a pungent 
odor when the current was stopped. 

The doctors disagreed as to using the 
second current. There were twenty- 
seven witnesses present who woro horror 
struck at the proceedings. One fainted 
at the burning Hesll. Autopsy revealed 
that the second electrode at tho baso of 
the spine had burned the" flesh a space of 
five inches in diameter. All the vital 
organs have b^cn preserved for future ex- 
aminations. 

THE AUTOPSY ON THE BODY. 

Before S a.m. most of the doctors had 
returned to tho prison to prepare for the 
autopsy on the body of the dead man 
still sitting in tho electric chair, the 
limbs were rigid, tho expression of the 
face, but for the discoloration of the 
skin, was unchanged. The rigor of the 
body was a matter for comment and sur- 
prise among physicians ; the jaw had not 
fallen, and the pleasant expression with 
which Kemmler had greeted the witnesses 
as ho entered the execution room still 
lingered about his features. It was de- 
termined that Dr. Jenkins, of New 
York, instead of Dr. Daniels, should do 
tho work with the surgeon's knife, be- 
cause of his long experience in per- 
forming autopsies of persons killed 
by electricity, lioth Dr. Daniels and Dr. 
.1. nkins stripped off their coats and vests 
and the surgeon's case was opened and a 
glittering array of knives and saws was 
brought to view. The body was lifted 
from the chair and placed on a tablo in 
the centre of tho room. It still preserved 
its rigidity. A small wooden box was 
placed under the head to support it, and 
the limbs were straightened out as far as 
possible. Then a convict was summoned 
from the prison to take off the clothes. 
Tho removal revealed a sear nearly five 
inches in diameter where the second elec- 
trode had pressed against the base of the 
spine, showing that the current had burned 
through into the flesh. The body looked 
healthy and well nourished. Dr. Shradyat 
this point suggested tho necessity of 
making the examination as formal as 
though it was to bo taken for criminal in- 
vestigation, and volunteered to act as 
secretary and take the report in short- 
hand. This was agreed upon, and the 
first step taken was to bind a clenical 
thermometer to the nape of the neck and 
take the temperature. The record de- 
monstrated that tho man was dead be- 
yond all question. The table, on sug- 
gestion, was moved over to a corner of 
tho cell directly under the window, wherea 
better light, could be had. When it was in 
position, a general survey of the body 
was taken, and its external condition 
carefully noted. Then Dr. Jenkins took 
his surgeon's knife and began operations. 
The body was cut open ; the heart, lungs 
atid other organs wero taken out and 
their condition noted carefully. They 
were all put in Mueller's fluid fur preser- 
vation and future examination. When the 
organs in the trunk of the body had been 
examined carefully, the top of the skull 
was removed and the brain was taken 
out. This was the most interesting fea- 
ture of tho examination, as the theory 
which claims greater humanity for this 
method of execution is based on 
the theory that the electric current 
paralyzes the brain instantly, and thus 
destroys all sensation. The physicians 
found evidence of the effect of the cur- 
rent on the formation of the skull ; in 
the blood, and on the brain tissue direct- 
ly beneath tho point of contact, which 
satisfied them that paralysis of the brain 
was immediate. Dr. Shrady this after- 
noon transcribed his notes atd prepared 
them for tho signatures i!" the examining 
surgeons, but some of them loft tho city 
during the afternoon, so the report will 
not be made immediately.

UNITING TWO WORLDS. 



Stupendous Plans for a Grand Cos- 
mopolitan Railway— He-annex- 
ing all the Continent. 



Scheme of Ex-Goveruor Gilpin for a 
Railway System Across the 
American Continent. 



Ex-Governor William Gilpin, <>f Color- 
ado, formerly of Missouri, with Miss 
Gilpin, and Mr. William Gilpin, jr., ar- 
rived in the city from tlio Sound last 
evening, and are here awaiting the de- 
parture of Lho next steamer for Alaska. 
The ex-governor is a man of distinct and 
original ability, was one of the earliest 
explorers of the Great West, was first to 
advocate a trans-continental railway, and 
was also lirst to break ground therefor. 
He is now developing the most stupen- 
dous railway project in the world, name- 
ly for the construction of a lino through 
America and across Behring's Straits into 
Siberia, thence through Asia and Europe 
to •'■ - Eastern shores of the Atlantic. 

\ . le upon this tour of exploration 
Governor Gilpin conceived the idea of 
uniting this continent with the rest of 
tho world by a system of railways, and 
during the last 47 years, in which he has 
made a special study of the geography, 
tho industrial probabilities, the resources, 
and the social and political life of North 
America, ho has also been at work on the 
plans of the great Cosmopolitan railway. 
He now declares this part of the work 
finished. The results of his labor con- 
sists of a series of handsome maps of the 
globe, large and small, showing the prac- 
ticability of railway communication be- 
tween all the nations of the world, ac- 
companied by a volume of explanation. 
In this explanation he argues that Amer- 
ica as a fallow continent, with territory 
and resources capable of maintaining 
hundreds of millions of people, is to be 
tho basts of operations, the work to be 
prosecuted jointly by the government and 
the people. 

All the most extravagant prophecies 
made by Gilpin have bom fulfilled in the 
marvellous development of the west. 
What he foretold then was regarded by 
the wisest American statesmen as the va- 
gary of an enthusiast and a dreamer. The 
. present proposition is not a new one. It 
is occasionally mentioned in eastern cities 
merely as a remote oossibility. How- 
ever, there are many . telligent, progres- 
sive persons in Colorado who believe in 
tho possibilities of the enterprise, and are 
now giving tho subject their serious con- 
sideration. 

His plans for a railway that will reach 
from tho eastern shore of North America 
to the western shore of Europe- a con- 
tinuous line from New York city to St, 
Petersburg and Paris— has been a i 
important department of his life 
study. As in all this unerring predictions 
and unfailing endeavors, he is uncompro- 
mising in his faith and confidently ex- 
pects to see its consummation within the 
present century. 

Spread the map of the globe upon a 
plane and it is seen that tho isothermal 
axis of the temperate zone passes through 
the I'nited States near its centre, the 
temperate belt covering all the populous 
portion of the North American continent. 
L'agsing in its irregular course through 
the Pucific Ocean, h covers all Asia, a 
large portion of Southern Russia and all 
the rest of continental Europe. Within 
this belt of the temperate zone is gathered 
the grand aggregation of active, intelli- 
gent, industrial peoples of the world. 
Hero the learning, the arts, the sciences 
and the inventive genius of the world 
have their home and their life. On cither 
aide of the isothermal axis is seen the 
great, restless, striving moving army of 
enlightened humanity, unified in one 
common pursuit, and purpose. However 
varying in cast and condition, whether 
■Caucasian or Mongolian, the pursuit of 
wealth and honorable struggle for exist- 
ence are the universal motives, and along 
this line, marked by the northorn and 
southern limits of the temperate zone, is 
the world's highest stage of civilization. 
Thus begirdlod, as it were, by a bond 
of sympathy, and thus united by the ties 
of commercial interest, the industrial 
masses of the world have reached that 
point in their progressive march which do- 
niands a closer and more literal relation- 
ship. The ships of commerce, burdened 
with their precious argosies for every 
need of man, come and go between the 
two grp«t worlds and they will come and 
go forever. The fleets of commerce and 
of war can never lose their dominion of 
tho seas ; but, according to Governor 
Gilpin, the fullness of the time has come 



when the necessities of tins age of human 
progress demand quicker and more uni- 
versal carrying facilities. Responsive 
earth may pour forth her treasures tun- 
fold and the ships may plow the foamy 
deep through the ages with their precious 
bin dens, currying food and raiment to 
the markets of tho world, and still 
through the centuries will come back 
across the waters from the nations of 
Europe and the empires of Asia the cry 
of oppression, poverty and want. It is 
the mission of the North American people 
to head this cry and go to their relief, 
not with ships of war nor with cargoes of 
Bupplies, but with a well organized plan 
that will enable the people of the two 
worlds to exchange product for product 
and money for labor. America can feed 
and clothe the starving millions in 
the lands of the plutocrats of the 
old world. America is a continent 
concave in its structure, tending to 
homoogeneity and harmonious unity ; a 
fallow continent, with land and resources 
of wealth to sustain hundreds of millions 
of industrial people; a continent which 
displays infinite forces, characterized by 
order, activity and progress, and possess- 
ing a population in whom agitation, erea- 
tive energy and industry throb with every 
moveme 

The/ ' ; oan, intelligent and self-re- 
liant, has uunished forever the impossible 
from his philosophy. (It; has surmounted 
tho greatest obstacles possible to com- 
merce upon his own continent. Ho now 
looks to other continents for conquests 
and his attention is directed to Alaska 
and to the contemplation of a railway 
into Siberia and thence down through 
the empires and kingdoms of Europe and 
Asia. The key to this gigantic railway 
sys em is Behring straits. That the pas- 
sage of this channel, so near the Arctic 
seas, would lie ditlicult and next to im- 
possible is merely suppositional. For 
many years the feasibility of bridging, or 
ferrying, or tunneling has been under 
discussion, and those who profess to be 
familiar with the subject declare that the 
work of bridging the straits would be less 
ditlicult than the building of the great 
railway bridge at St. Louis. 

THE QUESTION OF PRACTICABILITY. 

Starting from New fork orBostou, the 
transcontinental lines now established 
and reaching into Northern Oregon con- 
stitute the lirst American division of the 
proposed Cosmopolitan railway. The 
plateaux and valleys along the base of 
the Rocky mountains offer a natural 
route through Alaska to Behring's 
straits. Bridging the straits, the line 
would cross over into Siberia, and thence, 
running in a southwesterly direction, 
connect with the lines of railway now 
under construction to give the Russian 
government an outlet to tho sea at the 
mouth of the liver Amoor. from this 
point of connection southward ami west 
along the course of the isothermal belt 
two main lines would project into the in- 
terior, thence south through tho Chinese 
empire, Indian, Arabia, thence across the 
Straits of Gibraltar into the Moroccos 
and coastwise around the continent of 
Africa. Westward its course would bo 
easy and natural throughout Russia, Aus- 
tria, Germany, France, Italy and Spain. 

The passage of Behring's straits is the 
only apparent obstacle, and two objec- 
tions are offered : First, that tho straits 
are embraced in the Arctic circle; second, 
the great distance with water intervening 
between the American and Siberian 
shores. These objections present* no im- 
possible or very difficult problems. The 
s rai'B are only forty-eight miles in width 
with the Diomedo islands nearly midway. 
The island is large enough to contain the 
cities of New York and Brooklyn. A 
bridge of lit I le more than twenty miles 
on either side of this island would make 
the connection. The water has a shallow, 
solid bottom, m no place exceeding a 
depth of forty feet. The warm current, 
or t he Pacific " gulf " stream, having a 
temperature of seventy-live degrees, 
passes through Behring snails into Beh- 
ring sea as tin'' ngh the small mouth of;; 
funnel. Thus the passage has a uniform- 
ly mild temperature all the year round ; 
the straits are always open, anil icebergs 
aie unknown. By reason of the temper- 
ature of the gulf stream the isothermal 
axis is deflected northward at this point 
in exact correspondence with tho eccen- 
tric course in the Atlantic, where the 
warm waters of the gulf stream 
tiring mildness to the climate of 
the northern seas. Thus nature 
oilers hoi assistance, and there are no 
mechanical obstacles to tho construction 
of the two bridges requirod. The moun- 
tains of America and Siberia will furnish 
the stone, and also the precious metals as 
the means. Should llie two governments 
lend their aid to such an enterprise it 
would be an undertaking of speedy con- 
summation.

HARDLY FAINT PRAISE. 

The Opposition papers profess to lie 
pleased with tho reform which the 
Government has made in the administra- 
tion of the public lands. The Times 
declares it is enthusiastic about it. Our 
contemporaries have certainly singular 
ways of expressing their delight and their 
enthusiasm. Tho Government has taken 
the- initial steps towards carrying out 
a reform which they say is greatly needed 
and which, when accomplished, will do a 
groat- deal of good. Yet they cannot 
notice this reform which is to be so bene- 
ficial without .saying till manner of hard 
and contemptuous things about the men 
who flre doing the good work. This Is 
not liow tin! advocates of reform gener- 
ally speak of the reformers. They 
appreciate the value of the work they do, 
so highly that they overlook the faults 
and tho foibles of those who are engaged 
in it. They estoem them for their work's 
sake. Their zeal in tho good cause covers 
a multitude of their sins. But it is just 
tihe opposite with the professed advocates 
of land reform in this province. Ever 
since tho Government has shown its 
determination to make the change in the 
land laws, which they approve, they 
have not had a good word to say for the 
men who, as thoy wish the world to be- 
lieve, are carrying out their views and 
doing what will (jroatly benefit the 
country. This is somothiny new under 
the sun. Tho attitude thoy take leads 
us to conclude that they don't believe in 
land reform at all, and that thoy are 
angry at tho Government for putting the 
public land out of lit': reach of land- 
grabbers. Is it posaible that these 
advocates of laud reform have been dis- 
appointed, that the Government's policy 
has spoiled somo land-grabbing project 
in which they were interested? 



BARKING Ul'TFIK WRONG TREE. 

The Times, in its eagerness to lower 
the Government in the estimation of the 
people, is altogether reckless as to tho 
assertions it makes. It did what it could 
yesterday to fasten on the Provincial 
Government tho responsibility of calling 
dill the militia to preserve tin: peace in 
WV.iiugt' i- It said : " The Govern- 
ment sh' uld take a second thought be- 
fore otioring to res irt tj powder and ball 
to qis.jil imaginary disturbances." The 
Times ought to have known that tho 
Provincial Government had nothing inure 
to do with sending the militiamen ro 
Wellington than had the mayor of Vic- 
toria. The whole business was done 
without the- knowledge or the consent of 
the members of tho local Government. 
Three magistrates huvo powor, under tho 
Dominion statute, to make a representa- 
tion to the senior officer commanding tho 
militia in tho province, aud without any 
other authority he is empowered to send 
men to the scene of disturbance. This 
the Times ought to have known, and this 
it could have known if it took the trouble 
to enquire in the proper quarter. l'>ut 
we are afraid that it did not want to 
know tho truth. It evidently believed 
that sending armed men to Wellington 
was unpopular, and it considered it a good 
chance to throw a little moro dirt at the 
Government, and it consequently threw 
the mud as vigorously as it could, with 
the hope that some of it would stick. 

It is very evident that it cares a great 
deal more about having another fling nt 
the ministers than it douB about tho set- 
tlement of the dispute between the miners 
and the mine owners at Wellington. 
There was not the sliphtcst reason to 
drag tho Government into tho controver- 
sy, bul our contemporary could not re- 



sist tho tomptation of doing it, and do- 
ing it most untruthfully and most unfair- 
ly. Wo repeat that, whether it was right 
or wrong to Bend tho soldiers to Welling- 
ton on Tuesduy, tho Government had 
nothing whatever to do with it. 

Our contemporary makes very light in- 
deed of tho course which tho mineis saw 
fit to pursue. It says : " Under the cir- 
cumstances that those who havo gono to 
work should bo tho recipients of an iron- 
ical escort to und from tho scone of labor 
is not surprising, aud that thoy should bo 
greeted with protests by the more hot- 
tempered is not unnatural. That, how- 
ever, this feature can by any possibility 
bo interpreted sufficient excuse for call- 
nut troops is the veriest nonsense." 

Tho Times evidontly believes that min- 
ors possess great forbearance and uncom- 
mon command of temper. If men of any 
other occupation were accompanied to and 
from their work by an " ironical escort " 
who made the scene lively by jeers and 
protests couched in language neither re- 
fined nor complimentary, some among 
thorn would be certain to lose their tem- 
pers, and to resent in words and even 
blows such delicate attentions. It is, in 
fact, hard to imagine anything more pro- 
voking than such an ironical escort, or 
anything better calculated to lead to a 
broach of the peace. We, happily, live 
in a country in which ironical escoats and 
protests clothed in abusive language are 
unlawful. The formation of such 
an escort, its accompanying the 
minors to and from their scene of 
labor, and the opprobrious terms used by 
those who formed it wore "overt acts," 
to which the Times said the "unfortu- 
nates" have no disposition. This the 
magistrates who made the application to 
tho olliccr commanding the militia con- 
sidered, .and we are quite sure that nino- 
ty-nino men out of every hundred in the 
community will conclude that the pro- 
ceedings of the ironical escort would be 
30 r tain to lead to a breach of the peace. 
Tho emblem of a man hanging on a 
gallows was most significant of what such I 
doings would be sure to lead to sooner or 
later. Whether, as tho Times says, a 
few constables would have been sufficient I 
have maintained order and protected | 
the miners whom the ironical escort was 
formed to "shame," is a matter that ad- 
mits of two opinions. The detachment 
gent is not a formidable one, and we are 
luite sure that under Col, Holmes there 
will be no needless or offensive display of 
force. From our correspondent's de- 
scription of the arrival of the soldiers at 
Wellington it will be seen that Col. 
Holmes acted in a most judicious and 
conciliatory manner, and the men in 
their intercourse with the striking miners 
will no doubt follow the example of their 
commander, 

We cannot see that any great harm 
can possibly result from sending the de- 
tachment of militia to Wellington. If 
they had not been sent there might hwe 
been a serious disturbance at the nvn/S, 
and the miners who wero willing to work 
might have been "shamed" into joining 
tho strikers. Now every man in Wei- 
ling who wants to work can do so. 
He sees that he will be protected not 
only from violence, but from tho re- i 
proaches of "ironical escorts." The: 
presence of the soldiers lias caused the 
law to be supremo in Wellington aud lias j 
given perfect freedom to all tho men at 
the mines to pursue their lawful avoca- 
tions. This might perhaps havo been I 
dune by other means, but it is a goo.i 
thing that it has been done, .and done too 
without anything worse than •! display of 
force. 

FAIR FLA Y TO ALL. 

Tho Nanuirno Free Press says that our 
correspondent's account of affairs at Wel- 
lington is untruthful and incorrect, and 
then questions the accuracy of some un- 
important statements with respect to 
flags and sashes. Wo have heard from 
reliable persons living in Wellington, \ 
who have no connection with either tho 
minors or the mine-owners, that our cor- 
respondent's account, of what has hap- 
pened there is fair and correct, and we 
know that it is his desire to tell tho 
simple truth. His description of what 
has come under his own personal 
observation we are quite satisfied 

perfectly true, and if his informants 
iivo deceived him respecting what he lias 
not had the opportunity of seeing, the in- 
accuracy, if there is any inaccuracy, is 
about matters of very little importance. 
The Free Press's accusations, except with 
respect to the flags, are very vague and 
indefinite. If it could prove that ho has 
boon guilty of any misrepresentation 
that is at nil Herious, wo aro quite suro it 

ould have been only too well pleased to 
have the opportunity of doing ao. 



Bee anyone forced to work at the end of 
tho bayonet. We wish well to the citinons 
of Nanainio and would liko to see every 
man, who is able and willing to work, 
earning good wages there, and in 
every other part of the province. Those 
who imagine that we wish to see men 
ground under the heel of tho 
oppressor do not know us. Thoy 
havo believed the lies that stupid 
people have told about us. There 
is not a word that we havo said, or an act 
that we havedone that, fairly represented, 
can be eonstruod into an insult to tho 
inhabitants of any part of tho province, 
least of all can wo be fairly accused of de- 
siring to withhold from the workingman, 
let him bo miner or mechanic or what not, 
anything to which he has a right. We want 
to see justice done to till. Wo do not de- 
spise a poor man because he is poor, 
neither do wo hate a rich man because he 
is rich. Wu do not believe in bayonets. 
We believe that, stool can be put to a 
much better use than to be made into an 
ugly knife to stick on to the end of a 
rifle. As to driving men to work at, the 
end of a bayonet we aro quite sure that 
the days for that sort of thing aro past 
aud gono forever, and wo thank Heaven 
that they are. We believe in perfect 
freedom for the workingman. We can 
assure our contemporary that if wo knew 
of any employer in this province who 
tried to coerce the men who worked for 
him with bayonets, or raw hides, or any 
other instrument of torture, we would hold 
him up to the scorn and detestation of the 
whole world. We advocate freedom for 
the workingman in tho disposal of his 
labor. He should be free, wo con- 
tend, to make the best bargain he 
can and in tho way he sees most 
conducive to his own interest. We 
would not, if wu had our way, permit 
ony one lo bully or oppress him, or make 
him work when ho felt disposed to bo 
idle. Rut wo would give the same free- 
dom to tho emp'oyer as we would to the 
workingman. We would not have it 
taken for granted that every man who 
has a million, or even half a million, is a 
greedy tyrant, who is to bo flouted and 
abused whenever he is spoken of by thoao 
whom lie employs and who in one way or 
another benefit by the money which he 
puts in circulation. We havo known one 
or two rich men in our time, und they 
were not monsters ; to tell the truth, 
they were very much liko other people, 
and a stranger would not bo able to infer 
ffOm anything that they said or did that 
they had such a tremendously big balance 
at their bankers. Wo don't think that 
tho men of capital should he bullied. 
They should be as free as tho working- 
men to make their bargains and to com- 
bine to further their own interests, They 
should, like the rest of us, have tho priv- 
ilege of Baying yes and no when they 
deal with workingmen, and it does not 
appear to us to be altogether fair to try to 
coeue them into saying yes after they 
had said no. They should not bo forced 
to open their purses, their factories, or 
their mines at the point of the bayonet 
so to apeak, and wo take the liberty to 
think that blackguarding them and their 
families is not exactly a virtue, and not 
the most efficacious way to in luce them 
to make concessions which they hud pre- 
viously refused. We, of coulee, write 
under correction. The Free Press may 
bi) able to convince us that rich men and 
men of capital generally have no rights i 
which workingmen and their adyjoutU* 
need respect, and that as soon as n man 
becomes the possessor of a certain amount j 
of wealth ho is not entitled to tho respect 
or the sympathy of his fellow men. Hut, 
just now, we are under the impression 
that thsro is a good deal of sound sense 
and fair play in tho homely old saying 
that: "What is sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander." Wo believe in 
justice to all, fair play to all, freedom to 
all, to the rich as well as to the poor, to 
the capitalist as well as to tho workinr.'- 
man.

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THE WELLINGTON MINERS- 

To the Editor :— The minors at Wel- 
lington seem to bo occupying more news- 
paper spaco than the quartz and placer 
minora <>f all British Columbia. • This is 
unfair to this country and to men who, 
like myself, have put in a number of 
years prospecting and trying to develop 
the resources of the province. Miners 
who only work for wages and lake "the 
soft side of the plank" all the time, I 
don't take much stock in. They have 
been getting over §.'J a day for a number 
of years, and have dono nothing to bring 
tin) country out. Now, because the 
Dnnsmuira decline to lot outside agita- 
tion run their mines for them and wont 
reduce the working hours in their mines 
to less than eight hours— for going down 
a shaft and walking along a drift is not 
working as I understand work — they 
knock ofFand quit. 

Of course, if any man feels like loafing, 
unless he can get $5 a day or $5 an hour, 
for that matter, he is entitled to do s , 
provided he does not bunion other peo- 
ple or interfere with other men who are 
wanting the job he has thrown up. Those 
striking miners, if they had any go or got 
up to them, would pack up their blankets 
and strike out for Cariboo, Kootenay, 
I5ig Bond, or the Illecillowaet and show 
what the country is made of, but they 
" don't teem to be built that way." 
They hang around Wellington whore 
(hey are not. wanted, and won't work, 
except on terms the Dunsruuirs have not 
been paying and decline to pay. If they 
had any of the grit of the old pioneer 
■miners of this coast they would strike 
out for themselves, for there are plenty 
of mining chances in British Columbia. 
Parading about with Hags day after 
day is nothing but. tomfoolery. 
What is the use of Mi-. Keith 
talking about arbitration when theie is 
nothing to arbitrate. The men, or rather 
their leaders for them, say we won't work 
for you unless you agree to what we want. 
The Dunsmuiis say wo don't want you 
unless you work on the same terms as be- 
fore the strike. Such being the situation, 
if the miners had any manliness they 
would go somewhere else, where thov can 
get what fchev want, or if they can do ;is 
well for themselves, then go and work 
elsewhere on 'heir own account. 

They certainly have no right to go 
about in mobs with tin pans — for that, 
according to Mr. Keith, is what they are 
doing — annoying men going to work. 
Such a thing would nut be allowed in 
Victoria, and it should be put down in 
Wellington. Noisy loafing is not coun- 
tenanced in any civilized community. 
Here, and on tho Sound, if men create 
disturbances or hang about without work- 
ing anil without any visible means of 
support, they are ordered to clear out, 
and if they neglect the warning they are 
locked up." Nobody has anything to say 
against this except the loafer, for it is for 
the general benefit.

COL. INQERSOLL'S SPEECHES- 

Only on One Occasion Has ITo Prcparod 
Them lieforcliiuMl. 

"Col. Robert G. Ingersoll never writes 
out his speeches and does not even uso 
notes in the preparation of bis arguments 
for the jury or the public," said agontle- 
man who formerly lived in Peoria, 111., 
yesterday. "Curiously enough, the 
speech which has brought him moro 
fame than any other, made when nomi- 
nating Blaine at the Cincinnati Conven- 
tion, was written out in full before the 
Convention. It happened in this way: 

"Col. Ingersoll and his brother wore 
at the Palmer House in Chicago, They 
were as opposite in their natures as the 
positive ami negative electrical poles. 
Robert was careless, goodnntured, erratic, 
and had always trusted to the impulse of 
the moment lor t he finest points of his 
speech. He litis an original idea that an 
audience likes to watch a speaker evolve 
a thought: that the process is interesting 
in itself, and that it never pays to spend 
too much time in preparation. Eben 
Ingersoll, on the other hand, was'careful, 
conservative, studious, plodding, lb' 
could not understand his brother's orato- 
rical genius, and insisted that his own 
method was preferable. All day Eben 
Ingersoll bail been Irving to got Robert to 
write out his speech, but Col. Ingersoll 
good naturedly put him oil'. Finally the 
two brothers retired, and the discussion 
was continued in the room. At length 
Col. Robert Ingersoll sprang from his bed 
and exclaimed. "1 wouldn't bother with 
this for any other living man. but to 
please you and keep you quiet I'll write 
that speech now. lie ordered a light, a 
pitcher of ice water and a cigar, ami at 
midnight in a Chicago hotel, clad only in 
a nightgown, the famous orator dashed 
olF in three-quarters of an hour a speech 
that has passed into the English classics, 
and a speech that came within an ace of 
nominating Blaine instead of Mayes in 
187(i. His brother was satisfied with the 
method pursued, satisfied with the speech 
as completed, and doubly satisfied with 
the speech as delivered in the Cincinnati 
Convention." — Kansas ( 'it y Times.

Tho ... EAus Nomenclature Tlmt Origin, 
ntod in tho Old Flimtatlon Lire. 

Of course, on overy plantation there weru 
sovoral negroes of tho same nnino, nnd tho 
negroes, who nre apt at such thiugs, used 
various and peculiar sobriquets to distinguish 
them. On my father's place there was an' 
Tailor Liza, an' Black Liza af.d an' Pop-Eyed 
Liza, an' linker Big Juke, Tinker Little Jake 
and Unkor Knock-Kneed Jake. There were 
in one family three generations of Bens, nil 
possessed of a inontal or physical infirmity. 
Tho old mun, who bud been kicked in tho 
head by n mule, was crazy. He spent his 
days and pretty nearly all his nights stand- 
ing under a broad China tree preaching of 
tho judgment day. Ho was linker Fool 
Ben. His son, a middle-aged man, afflicted 
with an ulcer that mado him lame, was lin- 
ker Hoppiu' Ben. Tho grandson, who trem- 
bled with the palsy nnd besides was simple- 
minded, was Unkor Chilly Bon. Though 
able-bodied, ho was never required to do any 
work and wandered about the place without 
let or hindrance. 

At tho close of the war a lurgo majority of 
the Southern negroes assumed the name of 
the family to which they belonged, getting 
it fearfully twisted sometimes, as, for in- 
stance, Grim for Graham, Busker for Arow- 
buski, (fee. Homo went back in search of 
names to their former owners in Virginia or 
Carolina, who had either lost them through 
debt or raised them to bo sohl to the negro 
speculator, who brought them lo be sold 
again to work the cotton and rice planta- 
tions. In this way you will now find 
tho grandfather of a family beariug the name 
of his old master in Virginia, the sou that 
of his owner at the close of tho war, while 
tho grandson assumes soma fanciful name 
suggested by circumstances. So 1 know an 
old man calling himself Jim Sanders, llij 
son is Jim James, jr. There is not nor ever 
has been a Jim James, sr. His son, again, 
is Jim Grandson. Upon the plantations you 
still occasionally come across the once fami- 
liar names of Sambo, CuOfee, Dinah, Sukey, 
See., but very rarely even there. Grandisons, 
Mortimers, Leilas, Nathalies, &c.,bavo taken 
their places, lhble names, wit b explanatory 
prefixes and suffixes, are great favorites 
among the devout portion of the negro com- 
munity. Tho man who works my garden is 
King David Jousing. My woodcutter is Rev. 
Solermon Wiseman, who, like St. Paul, does 
not disdain with his own hands to minister to 
his necessities. Besides these, 1 numberainong 
my acquaintance Rev. Simon Surrender and 
Holy Tabernacle, Brother John the Baptist 
Tubbsand Elder William Wineglass, a some- 
what Intemperate name for tho calling. 
Among the more secular are Mrnack Hyena 
and Prince Albert Hnrdtimes, a happy equal- 
ity between the aristocrat and tho plebeian. 
Tho lusty young negro man who, with Web- 
ster's spelling book and a hickory, teaches 
the colored idea how to shoot, has chosen 
the name of Prof. Sam Capo of Good Hope. 
A black Vulcan, hammering sparks from his 
anvil, dubs himself Sampson Lightning. The 
butcher's boy, who conies whistling into the 
yard with his basket upon his arm and has 
a face as black as ebony, answers to tho name 
of Ivory Temple. A little colored female 
tramp from the country, who comes to me 
once a week, totin n bundle of lighter'd on 
her head, which sh" offers to exchange for 
"a nick or two i-m'ty flosses" (flasks), an- 
nounces herself as Miss. Auuorlizer I'urs 1 . 
An empty purse, evidently, for she never 
fails to wind up the trade by asking: 'Ain't 
yer got nuthin' feat yer kin give me;" — ITiiln,
